Liquor Store Hit By

PLACE NTIA—The Board of 
Trustees of the Placentia Unified 
School District voted to authorize 
the hiring of 26 additional 
teachers to relieve overcrowding 
in some classes in the district at a 
special meeting held last Saturday 
morning. 

One teacher will be assigned to 
Kraemer Intermediate, two to 
Tuffree Intermediate, one to 
Yorba Intermediate, three to El 
Dorado High School, five to 
Valencia High School and four to 
elementary schools. The other ten 
will be assigned to schools as 
needed. 

District officials estimated that 
the additional teachers will cost 
about $150,000, which will 
come from the district general 
fund. 

Clyde Williams, president of the 
Placentia Unified Education 
Association, reacted positively to 
the Board’s total allocation of 26 
teachers. “We insisted all along 
that emergency adjustments of 
class size were absolutely 
necessary.” Williams commended 
the efforts of the Negotiating 
Council in spearheading the drive 
for the emergency adjustments. 

The board had promised last 
month not to let unsound class 
loading persist in district schools. 
The action taken this week is 
expected by district officials to 
relieve. most of the problems in 
the schools.
